The purpose of this circular is to replace Procurement Circular No. 2002-02, dated  
April 29, 2002, with revised guidance for participating purchasing jurisdictions, as follows: 
 
1. The SPO Form-5 waiver is required prior to purchase from Grainger when the primary 

price/vendor list contractor is unable to deliver according to the terms of the contract or 
the product is not suited to the agency's needs. 
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2. Pursuant to the terms of the Cooperative Purchase Agreement, a copy of each SPO 

Form-5 waiver or comparable, issued by purchasing jurisdictions participating in SPO 
price/vendor list contracts, is to be submitted to the State Procurement Office. 

 
The following are reiterated for purchasing agencies participating in the subject contract: 
 
1. SPO price/vendor lists are primary contracts with "primary contractors", while the 

Grainger contract is secondary to the SPO contracts.  Agencies committed to a primary 
contract are required to purchase from the "primary contractors". 

 
2. The use of the Grainger contract is voluntary.  Agencies are not required to purchase 

from the contract.  
 
3. Advantages of the Grainger contract: 
 
 a. If there is no primary contract for the item being purchased, the Grainger contract 

may be used without having to complete procurement requirements, since SPO 
has already completed the procurement process to secure the Grainger contract. 

 
 b. The Grainger contract is an immediate and efficient source for small purchase 

quote comparisons. 
 
4. General information: 
 
 a. Lower pricing is not a valid justification for a waiver. 
 
 b. If waiver is granted and item is to be purchased from a vendor other than 

Grainger, the appropriate small purchase or formal bidding procedure must be 
followed.
